Hens are working earlier and 
harder and because of the energetic 
fowl Edmonton housewives are go- 
ing to be able to buy eggs at lower 
prices. 

Producers have announced that 
on Monday the consumer price on 
A-Large and A-Medium grade eggs 
will be down two cents a dozen and 
pullet eggs will be down six cents 
a dozen. 

This means that A-Large, selling 
now at 50 to 52 cents will sell for 
48 to 50 cents; A-Medium will drop 
to 46 to 48 cents a dozen and pul- 
lets, now selling at 43 cents, will go 
into the home at 37 cents a doven. 

R. S. Johnson, manager of the 
Poultry Producers Lid., 
said the reason for the drop in pul- 
let prices is that pullet production 
is up and an effort is being made 
to bring domestic prices in line 
with the export price. This at pres- 
ent is 3542 cents a dozen.

Excellent sets of rules have been drawn 
up by competent authorities, and are widely 
and repeatedly published, setting forth 
things which should be done, and which 
should not be done, in order to lessen the 
fire hazard. These should be studied, ap- 
plied and emphasized in every way possible, 

But back of this and beyond it there 
seems to be a need of creating among young 
and old a livelier danger-consciousness in 
regard to fire. If that can be done, the 
rules will be obeyed instinctively and com- 
mon sense will govern conduct in circum- 
stances where no specific rule may have 
been framed. 


Mind or Spirit ? 

All the universities of Canada are crowd- 
ed with a record registration of students, 
| Classrooms and laboratories are taxed to 
their utmost capacity. In many institutions 
extraordinary measures have had to be 
taken to secure tuitional accommodation for 
the tremendous influx of new students. 


This situation, of course, arises from the 
fact that so many veterans are taking ad- 
vantage of the government's educational 
policy. It arises also from the fact that 
never, in the history of the world, has such 
heavy emphasis been laid upon education in 
all strata of society. 

It is a thoroughly proper and thorough- 
ly wholesome emphasis. There is no reason 
why all the young minds of the nation should 
not be given every opportunity to expand 
and reach their maximum usefulness and| 
their maximum capacity for full and in-| 
telligent living. 

But the danger in such emphasis is 
that the cultivation of the mind is likely to| 
be accepted as the full formula for good 
living, instead of only part of the formula 
There is always the possibility that the 
| Younger generation may come to lean too 
heavily or even entirely upon the powers of 
the cultivated intellect for achievement, in- 
spiration and security. 

Surely the tragic experience of the last 
decade, which pointed out the fallacy of 
that belief, should not be forgotten. 

From 1918 to 1939 was a period in which 
the world depended completely on intelligence 
to solve its problems and to avoid its dangers. 
It was a period in which the mind flourished 
and the spirit languished. For the ultimate 
cause of the war can be reduced to this ; 
that this was a time when the world was so 
bankrupt of good will and good faith that 
millions of men had to be killed and disabled 
to restore the moral balance. 

A great deal is being done to cultivate 
youth's intelligence. What is being done to 
cultivate youth's spiritual qualities ? And 
yet the latter are far more essential than 
the former. * 

One single example proves it. 

What saved Britain when the enemy was 
thundering at her doors in 1940 and 1941? 
Was it intelligence, skill, training or genius ? 

t was none of these. It was a simpler 
thing. It was the immovable rock of char- 
acter, a resolution and a fortitude that are 
built, not on education, but on faith, and 
which are not products of study or tuition, 
but the gift of God to faithful hearts. 

What is being done to preserve this ?

“One serious encumbrance of Labor to- 
day is the number of leaders who apprec- | 
iate neither their responsibilities nor their 
opportunities, Many of them can not, nor 
will not, understand that on their shoulders 
rests to a large degree the future of the 
world. 

“Lf they succeed in kicking this country, 
into a disastrous depression, the rest of the 
world sinks into it with us.... 

“I believe that the rank and file of labor | 
are becoming convinced that the remedy for 
our delicate economic condition lies in great- 
er and uninterrupted production. That 
means men at work, not on strike. 

“Every strike today is a step toward 
inflation — and depression. ,.. 

“In every long strike the workers lose 
more money than they can regain by months, 
and sometimes years of work, even if they 
win all they ask. 

“Throwing men out of work for weeks 
over a difference of two or three cents an 
hour is an inexcusable hardship. 

“The men can't win. Such leaders do 
not deserve the positions they hold. 

“Never should a strike be considered 
until all other methods of peaceful settlement 
have failed, and only then when the point 
at issue is of sufficient importance to justify 
the suffering that a strike always brings to 
those who participate in it.” 

This was not written by a tight-fisted or 
inconsiderate employer, by an enemy of labor 
unions, nor even by a member of the great 
unorganized public looking on from the side- 
lines and viewing the industrial melee in a 
personally disinterested way. 

It was written by Daniel J. Tobin, presi- 
dent of International Brotherhood .of 
Teamsters, Chauffeurs, Warehousemen and 
Helpers of America, one of the biggest and 
most powerful labor unions on this continent. 

What Mr. Tobin has to say about stop- 
pages of production “kicking the country 
toward a disastrous depression“ applies to 
Canada as well as to the United States.

To Link Empire Defences 


LONDON, (Reuters) British 
liaison officers will be sent to each 
of the dominion capitals to work 
with dominion chiefs-of-staff on 
regional security problems under a 
new British defence ministry plan 
announced Friday along with a 
number of important cabinet 
changes.

Approve Powers 
In Social Service 


CANBERRA, (CP) — Incomplete | 
results of the Australian constitu- 
tional referendum, held simultane- 
ously with last Saturday's general 
election, Friday indicated approv- | 
al of the proposal to widen federal 
| powers over social services but dis- 
approval on two other questions, 

The results have see-sawed since 
the counting started as they have 
with the election results, also still 
incomplete. So far, the required 
majority among the commonwealth’s 
Six states as individual voting blocs 
has been given only on the first 
question,

The Labor government also sought 
authority to organize marketing and 
to stabilize prices of primary pro- 
ducts, and to fix a national basis 
for industrial wages and working 
conditions 

Powers Threatened 

Authority over social services was 
asked because an adverse high 
court judgment against the federal 
free medicine act was regarded as 
a threat to existing social measures 
such as maternity and family al- 
lowances, widows’ pensions and ill- 
ness and hospital benefits. 


The government also planned to 
establish a system of free medical 
and dental services and _ students’ 
allowances. The constitution men- 
tions only invalid and old age pen- 
sions as being within federal juris- 
diction and as a result, other social 
powers have been automatically 
within the field of the country’s six 
States. 

On votes counted so far, the elec- 
torate as a whole has favored all 
three proposed amendments but 
among the states, the majority is 
favorable only to the social services 
|referendum. All six states must 
vote “yes” on this question, 

Results Close 


New South Wales, Victoria and 
Western Australia voted favorably 
on marketing and working condition 
issues but Queensland, Tasmania 
and South Australia opposed them. 
In all cases the voting was close. 

While the count of constitutional 
ballots continued, electoral officers 
also were figuring late election re- 
turns as absentee votes and the 
separate votes of service personnel, 
including members of the occupa-

RCN. Destroyer 
Saved 12 Seamen 


ESQUIMALT, B.C., (CP) — Of- 
ficers and men of the Canadian 
destroyer Cresent have received of- 
ficial commendation from the sec- 
retary of the United States navy for 
the Alaskan rescue of 12 United 


drydock 

The 2,500-ton Crescent, com- 
pany with the Canadian cruiser 
Uganda, was on a training cruise 
when the incident occurred, Lt.- 
Cmdr. Pat Nixon, D.S.C., of Vic- 
toria, was commanding the vessel. 

Crescent and Uganda were lying 
in the fogbound port of Kodiak, 
when from 400 miles to the south- 
west, came an 8.0.8. It was the 
American tug, U.S.8. Apache, with 
a 5000-ton wooden drydock in tow 
and 12 men aboard in difficulties on 
the high seas,

LONDON. — Relics of a race of 
stone age men who lived on a lake 


shore in Kenya between 250,000 and | 


400,000 years ago, and who were so 
primitive they had not yet learned 
to harness fire, are to be investi- 


gated by 70 scientists now on their | 


way to the East African colony. 


Discovery of the remains was 
made by the wife of Dr. L. S. B. 
Leakey, curator of Coryndon mus- 


eum, Nairobi, during the war. It is| 


probably one of the most important 
historical discoveries of all time, 
since the relics are probably those 
of the oldest civilization yet un- 


| covered. 


In the London Times, Dr. Leaky

onto an area so thickly strewn with | 


stone age handaxes and cleavers 
that one could scarcely walk over 
it without treading on them”. 
That was in April, 1942. Through- 
out the war investigations went on 
practically unkown to the out- 
side world. Several different layers 
were uncovered, separated by clay 
and silt which indicates there once 
a lake in the area whose level 
changed over periods of thousands 
of years, driving shore dwellers 


to high ground. Today, the lake has | 


disappeared and the area is water- 
less. 

Detailed work on the site won't 
begin until next year. But already 
much is known: 

1, These primitive men appar- 
ently had not learned to use fire 
for cooking. Nowhere has evidence 
of fires been found. 

2. They lived by slaying animals 
with stone cleavers, then split open 
bones to extract marrow and 
cracked skulls to remove brains. 

3. All over the site, small stone 
balls have been found - indicating 
these men hunted with a weapon 
very much like the bolas still used 
by both South American natives. 

4. The animals they hunted in- 
straight-tusked 
elephant, a hippopotamus with

302 City Couples Pledge Vows 
In Golden Days of September 


The crisp fall days of September 
With their golden sunshine and bril- 
liantly colored foliage were chosen 
by 302 city couples, the highest 
number in any month to date this 
year, for their nuptiais 

June, the traditional “honeymoon 
month,” ran second to record- 
breaking September with a total 
of 273 marriages, while July and 
August took third and fourth 
places respectively with 217 and 
208 marriages. 

That weather is an all-important 
factor in determining the wedding 
date is shown by the monthly mar- 
riage figures for the chillier montiis 
of the year. March, of the tempera- 
mental “lion and lamb” days, can 
claim only 158 “knot-tyings” in 
1946, thus placing last in the 
monthly marital race. January, Feb- 
ruary and April were almost equally 
Unpopular amang engaged couples 
with only 164 weddings in January 
and April and a mere 167 in 
February. 

Besides setting a record for the 
first nine months of 1946, Septem- 
ber outdid its own score in past 


years, Last year, September could 
claim only 136 weddings, the same 
figure it achieved in 1944, In 1943 
and 1942, it counted 178 and 179 
weddings, far below its previous 
peaks of 227 marriages in 1941, and 
230 in 1939 

The monthly marriage figure for 
1940 is indicative of the public's 
fickle fancy. In that month, only 
101 couples pledged vows, a sorry 
showing compared to September's 
1946 record 

October's Indian Summer days 
will be chosen also by many couples 
for the exchange of their vows 
In recent years, October has been 
gaining in popularity as a wedding 


month, reaching a seven-year high 
in 1945 with a total of 228 mar- 
riages. This was the highest figure 


for October since 1939, when 224 
marriages were recorded. 

Judging from the number of mar- 
riages during the first week of this 
month, October is destined also to 
do some record: breaking on its own, 

But the wedding bells have to 
peal without stop during every one 
of October's 31 days if October is 
to steal the title of “Edmonton's 
favorite marriage month” from 
September.

Throughout the Dominion 


With fires on the increase in Canada, and reaching the 
appalling total of 52,173 during 1945, 391 persons lost their 
lives through fires — the equivalent of an entire village, 
men women and children wiped out. This is the statement 
of Ralph R. Moore, Alberta fire commissioner, when speak- 
ing of preparations for National Fire Prevention Week, 
Oct. 7 to Oct. 12. 


IN ADDITION to the spending 
lof Canadian lives needlessly, Can- 
ada spent $42,000,000 on fires during 
the past year—in losses to property, 
personal, public and business. It has 
nothing left to show for this expense 
except loss of life, property and 
jattendant misery following in the 
lwake of wrecked homes, ruined 
businesses and general despair. 

Of that amount, $10,500,000 was 
|property that was uninsured, a total 
loss. 

The remaining total of property 
loss—$31,500,000 was insured prop- 
erty, which because of the present 
shortage of materials and man pow. 
er cannot be replaced, and thus 
represents an uncoverable loss for 
some years to come.

DURING the year 1945, it is re- 
vealed by authorities there we-e 
391 deaths due to fire alone across 
the Dominion and a loss in prop- 
erty amounting to $42,000,000 

While the most serious loss of 
life and property ocevrs in highly 
congested living areas, and in in 
dustrial centres, no one province 
cr community is without its toll 
of loss. 


fire hazard has grown tn the past 
10 years. 

Of the 391 persons lost by fire 
159 were men, 86 were women and 


146 were children, either burned 
or smothered 

Increase of fires according to 
Mr. Moore can be traced to an in- 


crease in personal and community 
carelessness. 

SMOKING, with lighted matches 
and smouldering butts thrown aw 
ay or carelessly laid aside, dom- 
estic and office carelessness causes 
the majority of fires. Faulty heai- 
ing equipment, unrepaired elect- 
rical appliances in the home, ov- 
erheating of houses, and genera! 
carelessness are the major reasons 
for home fires. 

Hotel fires are caused, many of 
them, by guests who smoke in bed, 
or who leave lighted cigarettes 
around when leaving their rooms 

Home fires where small chil 
dren are lost are caused to a great 
extent by parents’ carelessness, 
Kither lack of instruction to chi' 
dren on the dangers of fire, 
the practice of leaving young chi 


or 


dren locked alone in the home 
while the parents are out, account 
for the most tragic losses due to 
fires. 

“AUTHORITIES are trying at 
at present,” Mr Moore said. “to 
have the criminal code of Canada 
revised, so that parents, proven to 


have been careless in leaving their 


children alone in locked houses 
causing the death of those en 
dren, may be charged with crim 
inal negligence, directly respon 


In spite of the efforts of fire 
prevention and fire protection of- 
ficials across the Dominion, fire 
Iesses are mounting each year, Fire 
each year claims staggering losses 
in life and property. 

Carelessness and wanton neglect 
are the main contributing causes 
in Canada’s mounting fire loss and 
officials urge a greater diligence 
on the part of all Canadians to 
curb this growing menace. 

RECORDS compiled by the Dom- 
inion fire commissioner show that 
small children are among the most 
tragic sufferers from fire, Children 
left alone while parents are out, or 
inadequately educated by pareuts 
older brothers and sisters and 
teachers, are often smothered or 
burned while playing with matches 
or near open fires. Of the total 
number of deaths for 1945, 146 
casualties were children, whose 
deaths were directly attributable 
te negligence or ignorance of the 
creadful power of fire.

Uses 3 Languages

OTTAWA.— Most Canadian poli- 
ticos, utterly flummoxed when faced 
| with two languages in the house 
and all too often no whizz-banygs 
not to get themselves elected in 
Switzerland. 

Over there, they have three offi- 
| Clal languages in the congress and 
| the senate, and nobody ever bothers 
translating them, All members are 
assumed to be fluent in all three, 
German French and Italian.
